He treated 
the convicts very kindly and never had 
any trouble prior to yesterday. Hi 
had no family, but 
New Jersey. 


Tho negro who committed the mur- 


der is serving his fourth term In the 
penitentiary and is from Marlon coun- 
ty. At present he la serving a three 
years' sentence for attempted burglary 
nnd was received 
in 
October, 1890. 


While known to be a notorious thief 
nnd worthless character, he was not 
regarded by tho prison authorities as 
dangerous.

TUB VERDICT 


Dl the Coroner's Jury In the O»ee ot the 


VloUm* of the Homestead Blot. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa., Aug. 4.—The In- 


quest into the deaths resulting from 
the riots at Homestead was concluded 
vesterday afternoon before Coroner 
McDowell. The jury was out about an 
hour before the verdict waa returned. 
There were no witnesses examined, the 
only matter being the charge of the 
coroner. 
In his opening remarks the 


coroner r«jTlewed for what purpose the 
1ury had been selected and sworn; o.nd 
recited what his duty consists of when 
called to act on sudden deaths. 


The coroner next outlined to the jury 


the Information to be contained in its 
findings. In connection with this he 
said: "No disagreement between any 
persons will justify the use of firearms 
or felonious assault or the killing of 
any person. 


At 4:40 p. m. the verdict was rendered. 


The return in the cases of the seven 
strikers who were killed reads almost 
alike in each one. That on the death 
of Silas Wain states that ho came to 
his death while in company of others 
unlawfully assembled upon the property 
of Carnegie, Phlppa & Co.'s steel works, 
Mifflln township, to prevent the land- 
ing of two model barges loaded with 
Plnkerton guards to protect said prop- 
erty, he being struck from a mis- 
sile from a cannon, which had been 
taken by said unlawful assembly to tho 
Pittsburgh side of the Monongnhela 
river and discharged by them, striking 
and instantly killing the said Silas 
Wain, and we recommend that tho said 
unlawful assembly be certified to the 
September scss ion of the grand jury." 


In the cases of three Plnkerton men 


similar returns were made in 
each. 


That of T. J. Connors states that it 
was caused from shock and exhautlon, 
due to a gunshot wound in the right 
arm, 
he being shot by a ball from an 


unlawful assemblage, and "that said 
shooting was done by a party or par- 
ties unknown, with felonious intent 
and we recommend that said unlawful 
assemblage be certified to the Septem- 
ber sessions of the grand jury." 


No attempt was made by the jury in 


any of the ten cases to designate the 
persons by whom the fatal shots were 
fired, further than to declare that there 
was an unlawful assemblage on the 
Carnegie property, which led to a bat- 
tle.

yesterday served on Nevln McConnell 
and James Dovey at the Carnegie steel 
works. A crowd of strikers jeered the 
men on their way to tho depot,and it was 
necessary to summon a company of the 
fifteenth regiment to disperse thfiin., 
One of the mob, Thomas Bowen, was 
arrested and taken to Pittsburgh wi th 
the prisoner*.

borrow money, paying as high as 12 per 
cent, interest.

In 1890 816,000,000,000. 
In 1860 the 


farmer hid as the result of a free trude 
tariff not only a poor home market, but a 
poor foreign market. 
To joy he has 


under protection 
cot only tbe best 


market in tie world— the home market 
—hot tie has the beet foreign market he 
ever bad, also. In addition to this, the 
foreign market is Lot tbe one that dic- 
tates the prices to the American farmer 
but is controlled by the American home 
market. All this, in spite of tho fact 
that farm acreage has increased from 
168,110,720 acres in 1860, to 290,000,000 
uoree in 1890.

on 'Washington Encamp-

Everything will be thrown wide open 


for the National Grand Army Encamp- 
ment at Washington, next month, eo far 
as railroad rates and arrangements are 
concerned, just as was done for the 
Christian Endeavor and Educational 
Association conventions and the Knights 
Templar conclave. A circular letter ad- 
dressed to Grand Army Poets throughout 
the western states has been sent out by 
the Kansas Oity.Fort Scott and Memphis

S. W. Hnwoe, ot Danville, 111., Dr. M. H. 
Hawes and V. L. Hawee, ot Georgetown, 
Vermilion county, 111., Mrs. W. H NBW- 
lin and Mrs. Charles Regnan, ot Spring- 
field, 111,, and Mru, John Porter, ot Terra 
Haute, Ind. The father of this family is 
still living at Georgetown, having reached 
the ripe age ot 82 years. He is, however, 
too infirm to attend the funeral services. 
Soon after the birth ot M. D. Hawea, his 
father took his family to Georgetown, 
near Danville, where he was raised, and 
from whence one by one, the children 
left the roof tree either through death or 
to enter the battle of life for themselves. 


It was at a revival ander the pastorate 


ot the Rev. Samson Shmn that M. D. 
Hawes at tho age of 1C years waa con- 
verted and joined the Methodist Episco- 
pal church. He grow to manhood in the 
faith, never for a moment wavering under 
trials, however .sore they were. When tbe 
war broke out he took a strong stand for 
the preservation ot tbe union nnd Aug- 
ust 21,1862, enlisted in what was known 
as the "Preachers' Regiment," the Sev- 
enty-third Illinois Infantry, of which 
Rev. 
Jamoe F. Jaqnoee, of Qninoy, woe 


the colonel, and among tho offioeru there 
were many other preachers, many of 
them well known to tbe people of Deoa- 
tar. 
Among them were Peter Wallace 


and K. N. Davis. M, D, HnweH was 
sanstered in as First Lieutenant of Com- 
pany "C" ot this regiment on the same 
day of hia enlistment. 


He had chosen the law as his profes- 


sion nnd had studied with Judge E. 8. 
Terry in Danville, and after admission to 
the bar formed a partnership with D. D. 
Evans, He practiced law in Danville for 
ten years. 
Q While Rev, James Leaton was pastor 
in Danville, 1870-1, being strongly moved 
by bis conscience to snob n course M. D. 
Hawes entered tbe active ministry. Not 
withstanding the (not that he was pleased 
with his business as a lawyer, and waa 
making money, ho left that profession 
and beci.me an itinerant minister of tbe 
M. £. chnroh as a matter of Christian 
doty. This act standing alone would be 
sufllaisnt to show the real character ot 
the man. 


His first appointment was at Mahomet, 


Champaign county. The charge was a 
large circuit and T, I, Ooultas, who was 
at the time entering into the ministry, 
was bis associate in that charge as junior 
preacher. Mr. Hawes remained in Ma- 
homet for one year. Following 
this 


he was stationed at Tnsoola three years, 
Springfield two years, Lincoln one year, 
Carlmville two years, Bloommgton three 
yean, Jacksonville three years, Carroll' 
ton two years and Mattoon one year. In 
1888 he was appointed by Bishop New- 
man to the Presiding Eldership and was 
placed in charge of the Deoatur District 
and sinoe that time he has resided in 
Deoatnr directing his work from this 
point. He was the first presiding elder 
appointed in the Illinois Conference otter 
the extension of the eldership term from 
four to six years and consequently at tbe 
time ot bis death had two years to serve 
Mr. Hawes was successful in his minis- 
terial work. At Mahomet at one meet- 
ing one hundred souls were converted 
As • preacher, however, he was not an 
evangelist, bnt a good sympathetic eno 
efficient pastor and a strong logical pul- 
pit orator. The logic he had learned at 
the law he carried into the pulpit and it 
charaotedied him as a preacher. Hia 
brother ministers accorded to him a thor- 
ough knowlege ot ohnroh law and as a 
result he was connected with some ol tbe 
greatest church trial* in the conference. 
He was tbe toga] fountain to which many 
ot tbe ministers looked for the solution 
of trooblesoms legal questions whioh 
areas in their several charges. 


He loved the work ot the ministry «nd 


never for a moment recretted tnotbeen- 
Urad It. H* WM always the came de- 


aadeoatt*oi»g«iUenu, 


a preaohor lie was clear and logical, hav- 
ing much of the lawyer m his discussion 
ot questions, nnd posneesecl mnoh spirit- 
uality. Ae a man he WHS trne, noble am1, 
generous, doing to others as he would 
tiave them do to him. He was a friend 
in the highest sense ot tbe word. In the 
alTliotions of his brothers he was always 
ready with words of sympathy, among 
he first to approach the bedside or send 
the letter ot oondolenoe. As a presiding 
elder he was true to his duty, having lost 
jnt 
one Sabbath 
a 
year during 


>is administration in that office. In his 
appointment of men to their respective 
fields he always looked well to the in- 
terests ot the ohnroh and the man, bnt 
pledged nothing until be know he could 
nlUU the pledge. Daring the early port 
of his eiokness he said, ' I have given tbe 
most ot my life to the Lord, bnt I do 
not think he will call me from labor to 
reward yet.' He was oalm and clear in 
Ills religions experience; not given to 
ecstaoy, but oalra and powerful." 


The death ot Elder Hawes leaves the 


Deoatur district without a presiding 
elder. It is a positioj which requires 
constant attention, and it becomes the 
dnty ol Bishop Foster to appoint some 
minister in the Illinois Conference to 
serve us presiding elder for the district 
nntil the conference meets in September. 
Under the church law the Bishop may 
appoint any minister as elder from any 
district within the boundary ot the con- 
ference. Elder Hawes' successor will be 
elected to serve the unexpired time, 
which under the decision of the General 
Conference, is two years.

Subsequently 
Annie O. White, the youngest daughter, 
married Alexander Ross ot New York. 
Thie marriage wae contrary to the wish 
ot the mother and tbe rest of the heirs 
and at the mother's death, it was found 
that Annie 0. had been entirely ignored 
in the will. Annie O. also died and willed 
her property to Alexander Roes, her hus- 
band. The will was probated in New 
York and a proceeding was brought in 
the circuit court ot this county to have 
the deed of Annie C. to her mother set 
aside. 


Jndgie Vail held that there was no con- 


sideration given for the deed from Annie 
0. to her mother, Ann Wntte, and that It 
was given solely for the purpose of con- 
venience. He, therefore, ordered an ac- 
counting to be taken and the cause was 
referred to Master in Chancery Butler 
for that purpose. 


The cause has been on hearing for a 


month and been watched with great in- 
terest by the legal fraternity.
